mad’’, And the question is ask- 
ed ‘Is there any basic differ- 
ence in the two situations,” 

Among other questions being 
asked, (by ‘anti - Wallace, of 
course) is that the people who 
vote for Mrs, Wallace for go- 
vernor are the ones disres- 
pecting and defying the law, And 
the question “What if Mr, Wal- 
lace does run for President in 
1968 and what if he was elect- 
ed President? Would he still 
be the unofficial governor of 
Alabama? Would his wife then 
take over the governor’s chair? 
What if the lieutenant governor 
was anti-Wallace?

leen Wallace as a candidate for

Permanent Benefits 


Provided Veterans In 


Newly Signed Act 


The Veterans Readjust- 
ment Benefits Act of 1966 
which was signed into law 
Thursday, March 3, by 
President Johnson  pro- 
vides a permanent program 
of benefits to veterans who 


have served or who will 
serve in the U.S, armed 
forces since January 31, 
1955. Chief among these 


benefits will be education, 
home loan guaranty andthe 
extension of VA _ hospital 
benefits on the same pri- 


ority basis as for wartime 
veterans. Thus approxi- 
mately four million vet- 


erans discharged from the 
service since January 31, 
1955, ranging from ‘‘cold 
war’’ veterans tothose now 
on duty in Vietnam, be- 


come eligible for bene- 
fits similar to those 
granted the veterans of 


World War II and the Ko- 
rean Conflict. Provision 
has been made for veterans 
returning to civilian life 
each year to participate in 
the same benefits. To be 
eligible the veteran must 
have discharges that are 
other than dishonorable, 
All the new benefits, with 
the exception of the edu- 
cational assistance pro- 
gram, went intoeffect when 
the President signed the 
bill.

The benefits established 
by the new law are: 

Educational assistance, 
home and farm loans, 
medical care, job counsel- 
ing, job placement, federal 
employment preference 
and the issuance of burial 
flags. 

A brief summary of each 
follows, 


Education, Veterans 
with more than 1l80days ace 
tive duty, any part of 
which occurred on or after 
February 1, 1955, will be 
eligible for one month of 
college, vocational or 
similar education for each 
month or fraction of a 
month on active duty. Those 
taking full-time courses 
will receive $100 per 
month if they have no de- 
pendents; $125 a month with 
one dependent, and $150 
a month with more than one 
dependent. 

Proportional rates will 
be paid for part-time 
courses, Application 
blanks and full information 
will be available at VA 
offices and at colleges and 
educational centers some- 
time in April, well in ad- 
vance of the June 1, 1966, 
starting date. 

The maximum period 
allowed will be 36 months, 
Since the program starts by 
law on June 1, 1966, there 
can be no retroactive pay- 
ments. There is no dead- 
line date to enter upon the 
educational program and 
veterans will have eight 
years from the date of their 
last discharge to complete 
their courses. However, 
the first cut-off date will 
not be until March 3, 1974, 

Loan Program. Veter- 
ans with more than180days 
of active duty will be eli- 
gible for VA guaranteed 
home or farm loans or VA 
direct home loans in areas 
where such loans are 
authorized. They will have 
until ten years after the 
date of their last discharge 
from active service plus 
one year additional for each 
three-month period of 
active service to make such 
a loan, with a maximum 
deadline date of twenty 
years after the date of 
discharge from thequali- 
fying service, for those 
veterans who have already 
been out of the service 
for aperiod of years, a 
minimum entitlement date 
has been set at ten years,

Note: Both the educa- 
tional assistance and loan 
guaranty provisions of the 
new law will apply to those 
persons who remain in the 
service after two years of 
military duty. 

Medical Care. Veterans 
who have served after Jan- 
uary 31, 1955, will be 
eligible for admission to 
VA hospitals on the same 
basis as wartime veterans. 

Other Benefits. Thenew 
law also makes provisions 
for job counseling and job 
yplacement, both of these 
under the auspices of the 
Veterans Employment Ser- 
vice of the U, S, Depart- 
ment of Labor; and Civil 
Service preference in fed- 
eral employment, A United 
States flag will be provided 
for use at the funeral of 
veterans who have served 
after January 31, 1955, and 
to be retained by the next 
of kin.
